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Lib Dem leader 




THE leader of East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire’s Liberal Democrat 
party has resigned, the Weekly 
News can confirm. 

Cllr Ian Allen has quit the party and 
become an independent councillor, 
saying the Lib Dems are backing 
“unfair” policies in the coalition 
Government. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Cllr Allen 
said: “The local Lib Dem group is hard¬ 
working and committed to serving the 
community, and its members provide 
excellent representation for their 
constituents. 

“The Lib Dems are, however, a national 
party and I have reached the stage where I 
can no longer support coalition policies that 
are unfairly directed at worsening the lives of 
the least well-off in society. 

“While some would seek to promote the 
idea that there are political gains from being 
in coalition, I can only see the losses to the 
most vulnerable in society as the Lib Dems in 
Westminster jointly embark on policies that 
undermine the welfare state.” 

Cllr Allen’s announcement comes just days 
after the Lib Dems suffered a major slump in 
the council elections. He said: “I have reached 
the stage where I can no longer consider the 
party as being the same as the party I 
enthusiastically joined many years ago. 

“After the debacle of tuition fees we now are 
asked to stomach the semi-privatisation of 
the NHS, the massive reduction in education 
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maintenance allowance, the wholesale 
reduction of council tax benefits. 

“The raising of the income tax threshold is 
presented as a panacea for all ills but while 
helping some it actually widens the income 
gap at the very bottom as the part time or low 
waged pay no tax. This is in the context of 
reduced taxes for those in the highest tax 
bracket.” 

Cllr Allen was elected to the district council 
in 1999 and has been group leader for just 
over a year. He lives in Witchford and 
represents Haddenham, which he insists he 
will continue to do as an independent 
councillor. 

The Lib Dems are now planning a major 
reshuffle of the party organisation ahead of 
their annual general meeting on Saturday. 

A spokesman for the group said: “Under 
Ian’s leadership the group has been 
particularly vocal in uniting public opinion 
against the introduction of car parking 
charges in the city, highlighting the council’s 
appalling record of decline in its efforts to 
recycle household waste and alerting the 
public to the excessive costs generated by the 
out-of-town leisure centre. 

“Notwithstanding the loss of one 
individual, the remaining members will 
continue to be an effective opposition in 
holding the current divisive Tory 
administration to account.”

City wants to rule 
over parking fees 
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CITY councillors could 
become responsible for 
overseeing car parking 
charges plans in Ely - if 
they are relaunched. 

The City of Ely Council 
wants to hold responsibility 
for any decisions on plans to 
introduce car parking charges 
if they rear their head again, 
the Weekly News can confirm. 

Discussions are now being 
held between the authority 
and East Cambs District 
Council. 

Cllr John Yates, Ely’s mayor, 
said: “If parking charge plans 
for Ely do come back into the 
pipeline the city council would 
certainly like to be responsible 
for making any decisions. We

are now discussing this 
possibility with the district 
council and are optimistic that 
it will all go through.” 

It comes just two months 
after the contentious car 
parking charges proposals 
were put on hold following 
pleas from residents, traders, 
councillors - and even 


Conservative members. 

The plans were set to be 
rubber-stamped by Cons¬ 
ervatives at a meeting but they 
were sensationally postponed 
as a result. 

District council leader Peter 
Moakes then hit the headlines 
after banning three of his 
fellow Conservative coun¬ 
cillors - Mike Rouse, Elaine 
Griffin-Singh and Anna Bailey 
- from sitting on any of the 
authority’s committees as 
punishment for speaking out 
against the proposed scheme. 

The district council has 
confirmed that it has 
discussed the potential 
responsibility transfer with the 
city council - but insists other 
organisations are being 
consulted too. 

A district council spokes¬ 
man said: “The district council 


is currently looking at all 
options related to car parking 
in Ely and our conversations 
with the City of Ely Council 
have been at the beginning of 
this progress as we discussed 
their ideas. 

“Over the next few months, 
the authority will be talking to 
a number of different groups 
to ensure a wide range of 
views are taken into account 
as we move forward.” 

The plans have been in the 
pipeline for years and while 
the district council insists 
people should not be allowed 
to park in Ely without having 
to pay, traders, residents and 
Lib Dem councillors insist 
they would kill off Ely’s city 
centre and encourage people 
to visit out-of-town super¬ 
markets and businesses, where 
parking is free. 


Charity bid to ease 
plight of orphans 


A KIND-hearted education 
consultant will travel to south¬ 
east Asia to present a children’s 
orphanage with a bumper 
cheque. 

Peter Harris, from Ely, and 
four of his friends recently took 
on a two-week challenge to 
help transform the lives of 
children in Cambodia. 

They used their love of music 
and singing to turn a group of 
children from the Centre for 
Children’s Happiness (CCH) 
into a choir to perform a 
concert in the country’s capital, 
Phnom Penh. 

Before being taken on by the 
orphanage, the children were 
living on the disease-ridden 
rubbish dumps and streets. 

The choir, named the 
Dumpster Chorale, recently 
performed the concert, guests 
of whom included the 
American ambassador, and 
now a video of the concert is on 
YouTube and is attracting a 
wider audience. 

Mr Harris, formerly founder 
director of King’s International 
Study Centre in Ely, has 
emailed friends around the 
world asking them to look at 
the video and donate the price 
of two cups of coffee. 

He said: “We wanted to share 
our love of singing and the joy 
of music with the children, who 
have all been given a home and 
an education by the CCH. 

“It was also a chance for 
them to celebrate and take 
pride in their own cultural 
heritage. 

“I travel all over the world 
and I am often in Asia, but 
nowhere has touched my heart

quite like CCH which houses, 
nurtures, feeds, clothes and 
educates the ‘dumpsters’. 

“The majority of them have 
been rescued from almost 
unimaginable horrors of the 
Steung Meanchey garbage 
dump - they call it the 
‘Smoking Mountain’ in Phnom 
Penh. Others are from the 
streets of Phnom Penh and the 
provinces.” 

Mr Harris has worked in 
international education for 
more than 35 years. 

He founded the first 
international schools in New 
Zealand and Australia and for 
his services to education he 
was one of only 150 people 
awarded the New Zealand 
Commemoration Medal by HM 
The Queen in 1990. 

Later this month, he will 
travel to Phnom Penh to re-visit 
the orphanage and hopes to 
present it with a cheque for 
thousands of pounds.

Figures show 
true scale of 
animal cruelty

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SHOCKING new figures 
released by the RSPCA 
show that animal cruelty 
and neglect is worse than 
ever before. 

Last year, there was a 23.5 per 
cent rise in the number of people 
convicted for animal cruelty and 
neglect and a 27 per cent rise in 
prison sentences imposed by 
courts. 

There was also a 13 per cent 
rise in the number of phone calls 
received by the RSPCA and a 21 
per cent rise in people being 
disqualified from keeping 
certain, or any, animals. 

As a result of the continued 
increase in animal abuse and 
neglect, RSPCA centres across 
the country are full to the brim, 
including Block Fen Rescue 
Centre, near Mepal. 

The charity is urging people 
who are unable to care for their 
animals, for whatever reason, to 
hand them over to the RSPCA 
instead of neglecting them, or 
being cruel to them. 

RSPCA chief executive Gavin 
Grant said: “The RSPCA faces a 
crisis that is stretching us to 
breaking point. 

“We need the courts and 
councils, police and people who 
care to join us in standing up and 
getting justice for Britain’s 
abused animals. 

“We show zero tolerance to 
animal abusers. Anyone causing 
animals pain for profit or 
pleasure will be tracked down 
and prosecuted.” 

Just some of the animals 
currently at Block Fen include 
Dodger, an 18-month-old blind 
and deaf Staffordshire bull 
terrier, whose owner was caught 
beating him, and Gerry, a 
Patterdale terrier, who was found 
dumped and collapsed at the 


side of a road near Peterborough. 

The centre is full with dogs, 
cats, small animals, birds, and 
even larger animals, with a 
variety of sad stories. 

Sally Case, head of society 
prosecutions, said: “The RSPCA 
strives to keep animals with their 
owners wherever possible and 
offers advice on improving their 
welfare. 

“Overwhelmingly this advice is 
followed, but where it isn’t, or 
where someone has already 
harmed an animal there has to 
be a way of ensuring that 
animals are not left to suffer and 
the RSPCA is the charity people 


turn to - and we are struggling to 
continue providing this service. 

“Of course we work closely 
with governmental and other 
charitable organisations, but we 
are the main organisation which 
prosecutes those who abuse 
animals and which can prevent 
cruelty to animals. 

“We can’t do this without the 
help and support of the public 
and we need it now more than 
ever. Please support RSPCA Week 
2012 .”

Friends and family rally round for fun day 


HEAVY rain failed to dampen spirits at a 
community fun day - which also helped raise 
awareness about a rare disease. 

Hundreds of families descended in Stour 
Green, Ely, on bank holiday Monday for a 
Monday Funday event and children’s fun run. 

The community-spirited event was organised 
by local couple Richard and Jackie Elsom and 
their family and friends. 

Richard, a father-of-three and grandfather- 
of-four, has terminal mesothelioma - a rare 
form of cancer usually caused by exposure to 
asbestos. 

Richard, who is aged 61 and a former 
carpenter, was diagnosed with the disease in 
March last year and was given just 12 to 18 
months to live. 

Since his diagnosis, he and his family, with 
the support of the Papworth Mesothelioma 


Support Group, have been trying to have as 
much fun as possible, such as travelling abroad 
and having family parties. 

The fun day on Monday was the brainchild of 
the couple’s grandchildren, who are aged 3-12, 
and saw droves of friends and local families 
enjoying a get-together on Stour Green, which 
is where the couple live. 

One of the highlights of the day was a 
children’s fun run, which saw youngsters 
running, skipping and riding scooters around 
the green, as well as parents pushing children 
in buggies. 

It is hoped the event raised more than 
£1,700 for the support group - as well as 
much-needed awareness about the rare form of 
cancer. 

Richard’s wife, Jackie, 59, said: “Our whole 
family’s lives have been turned upside down by 


Richard’s diagnosis. He had a persistent cough, 
went to the doctors and was then sent straight 
to Addenbrooke’s, which is where he was 
diagnosed with mesothelioma. 

“He was given just 12 to 18 months to live. 
It’s been devastating but we’ve tried to have as 
much fun as possible and the support from our 
family and friends has been amazing. 

“The fun day was our grandchildren’s idea 
and was a huge success. We’d like to thank 
everyone who came along and supported us. 

“The support we have had from the Papworth 
Mesothelioma Support Group has been 
fantastic and this was just one way of thanking 
them.”

COUNCILLORS are throwing their 
weight behind plans to set up a 
special ‘town centre team’ in Ely. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
agrees that an organisation dedicated to 
protecting and improving the city centre 
should be formed. 

The initiative comes from the City of Ely 
Council, which insist more needs to be 
done to boost trade and tourism. Teams 
may also be set up in Soham and Littleport. 

In a report put before East Cambs 
District Council’s development and 
transport sub-committee, officers said: 
“Initial informal discussions have indicated 
a concern about the future viability of Ely, 
Soham and Littleport and a need to take 
some action. 

“There is local interest in taking forward 
the town teams idea, with approaches 
being made to the City of Ely Council and a 
potential interest in joint buying 
opportunities in Soham. 

“It is clear that issues in the district’s 
town centres need to be addressed to 
ensure that their current position can be 
maintained and reinforced.” 

The district council will now work with 
the city council, as well as interested 
organisations in Soham and Littleport, to 
further discuss the ideas. 

District council leader Peter Moakes said: 
“We recognise we need to co-ordinate the 
development of all our key towns and 
villages and we will be seeking to help 
colleagues in Soham and Littleport, as well 
as Ely, to work to deliver for all our 
communities.” 

Earlier this year, the district council was 
slammed by retail expert Mary Portas. She 
used Ely as a case study entitled Poor 
Consultation with Local People and blasted 
council bosses for pushing forward parking 
charge plans and supporting out-of-town- 
development.

Flooding will hit 
bird species 

Sir, visitors pass our home and even TV 
cameras turn up to show the flooded 
Ouse Washes at Sutton Gault and 
Mepal in the middle of a drought. 
Cynical laughter apart, there is a nasty 
downside to this weather or climate 
change, if you will. 

Where in May damp meadows should 
be teeming with all species of 
protected and rare nesting wildfowl 
and waders, both visitors and 
residents, this spring flood has 
eliminated their sites over the 
thousands of acres of RSPB-protected 
reserves, the SSSIs which make up our 
rare and unusual washes. It is a tragedy 
which will be reflected in bird counts 
and surveys over coming years. 

The 10-year plan to create new damp 
nesting meadows on around 2,000 
acres near both the above villages will 
go some way to avert such problems in 
the future on land where the water 
levels and conditions can be more 
tightly controlled. 

It is to the credit of the Environment 
Agency, Natural England, co-operating 
farmers and others that this project is 
slowly unfolding in these hard-pressed 
times. 

If we do not show, indeed prove, that 
we care for what small remnants of 
wildlife still share these crowded 
islands with us, such as these 
migrating bird species, which we have 
signed binding international treaties to 
do, then we have no voice in 
international discussions, whether 
they be about rainforest preservation, 
Sumatran tigers or mountain gorillas in 
their lofty mists. Never mind all the 
other dreadful ecological catastrophes 
lurking unimagined around the corner.

Cyclists facing 
many hazards 

Sir, I would like to endorse what was 
said last week (“Cyclists’ cobble 
wobbles”, Weekly News, May 3). The 
cobbles, which form part of speed 
bumps, make cycling in Ely very 
hazardous, particularly when it is 
wet. 

Considerate designers bear this in 
mind, when making plans for the 


installation of speed bumps, by 
leaving a narrow gap with a smooth 
surface at the side (say 10 to 12 cm). 
This provides a safe route for cycle 
wheels, so that cyclists do not have 
to search for the easiest passage. 
There are many other hazards for 
cyclists in Ely, with poor road 
surfaces and inconsiderate drivers. I 
take my life in my hands coming up 
Back Hill, as the surface is uneven, 
the gutter is cobbled and fast two- 
way traffic can force you into the 
edge. 

I always try to get to the front at 
traffic lights if I wish to go straight 
on, because I know that vehicles will 
frequently cut me up, by hurrying to 
turn left in front of me, without 
signalling. 

I hope these points will be borne in 
mind by the district council, when 
they make their plans to improve the 
flow of traffic in Ely. The public 
consultation period finishes on 
Monday, May 14.

Pubwatch as the latest member 
of Cambridge Nightsafe to share 
information on banned indiv¬ 
iduals in Cambridge, Ely and 
Littleport. 

Ely Pubwatch is now using 
SIRCS (Secure Incident Reporting 
and Community Engagement 
System) - already in use by 
Cambac. 

The system allows venues to 
add their own images and report 
incidents, which can then be 
viewed immediately by police 
and other licensees. 

It also means that people who

are banned from licensed 
premises in Cambridge can be 
viewed by licensed premises in 
Ely and Littleport and vice versa. 

PCSO Alistair Mckenzie, from 
the East Cambridgeshire Impact 
Team, said: “Ely Pubwatch, which 
consists of all pubs in Ely and 
Littleport, currently meets 
monthly to discuss issues and 
make decisions on who should 
be banned and for what period. 

“We inform people who are 
banned and provide pictures of 
these people to the licensees. 

“This new system can be 
updated regularly and means 
that information about people 
who cause problems can be 
shared between pubs in Ely and 
Cambridge instantaneously. 

“It is also online and can be 


accessed via a smartphone, 
which means door staff and staff 
members can see who is banned 
from wherever they are. 

“This should send a clear 
message to people who are 
thinking about causing trouble 
because their faces will be known 
in Cambridge and Ely.” 

Tony Harold, CAMBAC chair¬ 
man, said: “This is a real positive 
step taken by Ely Pubwatch and 
will assist them in cutting out 
alcohol-related violence in the 
city centre. 

“With Ely’s historic overtones, 
it is important that people feel 
safe enjoying the night time 
economy in the city. 

“We are pleased to welcome 
them into the CAMBAC scheme, 
as this sends out an even more 
powerful message to trouble 
makers that if they are banned 
from one, they are banned from 
all.” 


Homes plan approved 


DEVELOPERS have been given outline 
planning permission to build 86 new homes 
in Soham - but plans for a further 96 homes 
in the town have been deferred. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee was expected to 
approve both sets of plans when members 
met last Wednesday 

But only plans to demolish a garage at 41 
Fordham Road and build 86 new homes on 
the land were given outline permission. 

Hopkins Homes’ plans to build 96 new 
homes on Allotment Gardens, north-west of 
Regal Drive, off Fordham Road, were 
deferred following numerous concerns. 

According to planning reports, it was the 
schemes for 41 Fordham Road submitted by 
Mr A Cutchey and Mrs A Clarke, which were 
the most contentious with locals. 

The committee heard the council 
received 30 letters of objection from 
residents regarding the scheme compared 
to just two letters of objection against the 
plans for Allotment Gardens. 

But councillors deferred the Allotment 
Gardens’ proposals due to fears about roads 
not being adopted and the proximity of 
homes to nearby industrial buildings. 

Both plans caused controversy as 
resident insist that Soham’s facilities and 
infrastructure cannot cope with so many 
new homes. 


As well as the impact the extra homes will 
have on the town, people were also worried 
about extra traffic on Fordham Road, loss of 
wildlife, parking issues and crime. 

District and town Cllr Tony Parramint, 
who represents Soham, said he under¬ 
stands people’s fears but insists the town 
can cope with new homes. 

He said: “I’m pleased the Allotment 
Gardens proposals have been deferred as 
there were various issues which needed 
addressing. 

“Hopefully now the plans have been 
deferred the applicants can work to sort 
those. 

“Both these proposals have caused 
concern among residents in the town, 
which I can understand as we are talking 
about a lot of new homes here. 

“But Soham can most certainly cope with 
this growth and indeed this area of Soham 
has been designated for housing. 

“We have lots to be excited about in the 
town, including a new primary school, a 
new supermarket, a new industrial area and 
other big developments hopefully on the 
way, not forgetting facilities including a new 
Scout hut, a skate park and an adiZone 
which we have recently gained. 

“These are all things which make future 
growth in Soham possible and indeed, a 
positive.”

Top shops want 
presence In city

TWO discount clothing stores, a 
budget supermarket and a pound 
shop want to open in Ely. 

A study carried out by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council has 
revealed there are many high street chains 
which have been or are keen to come to 
the city. 

Discount clothing stores The Original 
Factory Shop and Store Twenty One have 
both expressed interest, as has budget 
supermarket chain Farm Foods. 

Poundstretcher, Majestic Wine, Betfred 
and loan shop Speedy Cash have also 
considered Ely as a base. 

The Children’s Society is keen to open a 
charity shop and funeral firm Dignity 
Funerals Ltd has also looked to the city. 

Despite bosses of high street eatery 
chain Subway denying they wanted to 
come to Ely, it has been confirmed they 
have been keen. 

Local commercial agents provided the 
information to the council as officers 
have drawn up the East Cambridgeshire 
Retail Assessment. 

Similar to local masterplans, the 
document will act as a blueprint for retail 
growth and development in the district 
for the next 20 years. 

The document also shows that Ely, 
Soham and Littleport currently have retail 
vacancy rates of 3.7, 3.27 and 5.71 per 
cent, respectively - all three of which are 
below the national average of 11 per cent. 

By 2031, the council hopes to have 
created about 6,300sq m of additional 
non-food goods floorspace in Ely and 
almost 2,000sq m of extra food goods 
floorspace. 



In Soham, the plan is to create 650 
square metres of non-food goods 
floorspace and 600sq m for food items. 

In Littleport, councillors believe 440 sq 
m of new non-food floorspace should be 
provided, compared to 400 square metres 
for food goods. 

Doug Perkins, the council’s economic 
development officer, said: “This 
assessment provides baseline evidence 
that will inform the development of 
future retail planning strategy for the 
district for the period 2012-2031. 

“The retail strategy specifically focuses 
on the need for future additional 
comparison and convenience retail 
floorspace capacity and provides a 
comprehensive health check for Ely, 
Soham and Littleport.” 


Residents hit 
out after raid 
at village shop 

POLICE have been criticised for the way 
they handled a burglary at a village store. 

Thieves smashed their way into the 
One Stop Shop in Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, and stole thousands of 
pounds of cigarettes from inside. 

The raid happened at about 11pm on 
April 26 and by the time officers had 
arrived the culprits had made off in a 
vehicle, believed to be a blue Subaru. 

Police insist they arrived at the scene 
“as quickly as possible” but residents say 
police were “too slow” 

Paul Taylor, who lives in Wisbech Road, 
said: “It took the police at least 20 
minutes to arrive. Bearing in mind 
numerous people had dialled 999 to say 
that a burglary was in progress, it just 
shows a completely lax attitude. 

“When they did arrive obviously the 
thieves had sped off and the officers 
honestly did not seem too determined to 
find the thieves. The way the police dealt 
with the situation was quite shocking.” 

Another resident, who did not want to 
be named, added: “They were far too 
slow. The thieves had been in, stolen the 
fags and fled by the time an officer even 
arrived.” 

But police instead they dealt with the 
raid at the One Stop Shop efficiently. 

A force spokeswoman said: “We were 
alerted to a burglary at the One Stop 
Shop in Littleport on Thursday (April 26) 
following reports the alarm had been 
sounded at 11pm. 

“Officers from the force’s TAC team 
arrived at the scene as quickly as 
possible and spoke to witnesses about 
what had happened. This information 
has been passed to the local 
neighbourhood team who are carrying 
out an investigation, speaking to 
witnesses and checking for CCTV.”

and I’d like to 
thank the council 
for what they’ve 
done.” 

Another mum, 
ludy Hatfield, of 
The Chase, Ely, 
said: “The slide 
and the hill looked 
really scruffy and 
shabby but now it 
looks fantastic.

Take Comfort in 
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Turbine plan approved at last

PLANS to build a 25m wind 
turbine at a business park 
have been given the green 
light by councillors. 

Bosses at Michell Instruments Ltd, 
based on the Lancaster Way Business 
Park in Ely, will now be able to install 
the turbine. 

The firm first applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council for 
planning permission in fune last 
year but the proposals were rejected 
over fears the device could have on a

nearby property and war memorial. 

Fresh plans were then submitted 
in November last year, which were 
approved by the council’s planning 


committee last Wednesday. 

The turbine will measure 18.4m to 
the top of the hub and 24.9m to the 
height of the blade. 

It will be built at the southern end 
of Michell’s unit, adjacent to a 
parking area. 

The last plans were rejected as the 
turbine was to be located 
approximately 70m from Lancaster 
Lodge - a residential property. 

Case officer Penelope Mills said: 
“It was considered that the proposed 
turbine, which was located in the 
north-east corner of the site, could 
have adversely affected the 
residential amenity of the adjacent 
residential property. 


“The application also lacked a full 
assessment in relation to the visual 
impact of the turbine and the 
potential noise impact on the war 
memorial.” 

Speaking about the new appl¬ 
ication, Mrs Mills said: “This 
proposed wind turbine would not 
affect any protected species and has 
been sited away from the closest 
residential property and the 
adjacent war memorial. 

“In terms of the visual impact, the 
development would not adversely 
affect any key views of the cathedral 
and whilst it would be clearly visible, 
in the context of the existing 
business park, the turbine would not 


have a significant adverse effect on 
the character of the area or on views 
of the surrounding countryside.” 

A statement from Environmental 
Health added: “The turbine has been 
relocated to the other end of the site 
as we previously advised. 

“Due to the information within the 
application and the distances to 
residential properties we have no 
grounds to recommend refusal.” 

It was made a condition of the 
approval that should the turbine no 
longer be required for the 
production of renewable energy, it 
must be removed in its entirety from 
the site.

The appeal was made on the BBC’s

from people with information. 

Det Chief Insp George Barr, 
who made a live appeal on the 
programme, said: “We’ve had 
an encouraging response to the 
appeal but it is going to take time 
to work through the information we 
have received. 

“I would continue to urge anyone who 
has information about Mr Thomas’s 
murder and who is responsible to call 
police.” 

Detectives believe Mr Thomas was 
killed during a botched burglary at his 
home in Ely Road, Chittering, on the 
evening of Saturday, December 17. It is 
thought he was murdered between 
9.24pm and about 10.20pm.

His silver Rover 75 estate, registration 
Bf51 CJV, was taken from his home and 
later dumped in Church Lane, Milton. 
Three distinctive watches were 
discovered missing from Mr Thomas’s 
home along with a horseshoe 
wallet. 

Police also want to trace a 
collection of rare coins which 
may have also been stolen. It 
included a 1668 Robert Brooke 
halfpenny which has the initials 
RB on one side and on the other 
“his halfpenny” (left). 

Rewards of up to £50,000 are on offer 
for information which leads to the arrest 
and conviction of those responsible. 

The reward is made up from £20,000 
from Cambridgeshire police, £20,000 
from Mr Thomas’s family and £10,000 
from Crimestoppers.

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Solar panels are a wise investment 



Solar panels: Save money in the longer term. 


WITH all this rain, it 
may seem like the 
sun will never shine 
again, but when it 
does, you can 
harness its power, 
writes Julia Gray. 

You may think that 
solar panels are a big 
expense and so not for 
you, but if you’re 
planning to stay in your 
home for a long time, 
installing them can make 
sense financially, as well 
as being beneficial to the 
environment. 

There are two types of 
solar panel - ones that 
generate electricity (solar 
photovoltaics or PV), 
which are most popular, 
and ones that heat your 


home’s water (solar 
thermal). With both, 
you’ll cut your utility bills 
and C02 emissions, but 
the benefits don’t end 
there. 

Solar PV panels can 
also earn you money, 
thanks to the 
Government’s Feed-In 
Tariffs scheme, which 
pays you for the 
electricity you generate 
and use and also for any 
surplus you supply to the 
National Grid. 

This could give you 
savings and income of 
around £670 a year, 
according to the Energy 
Saving Trust. Its website 
{www. energysavingtrust. o 
rg.uk ) features a Solar 
Energy Calculator, where 
you can work out how 


you could benefit from 
the scheme. 

An average 3kWp 
(kilowatts peak) PV 
system, which will 
produce enough 

electricity for around 75 
per cent of a typical 
household’s needs, costs 
in the region of £10,000. 

Solar thermal panels 
cost much less, at around 
£3,000 to £5,000 for a 
typical system. They’ll 
provide around 33 per 
cent of the hot water you 
need at home (depending 
on the size of your 
household), but won’t 
save you much money - 
between £55 and £80 a 
year, according to an 
Energy Saving Trust field 
trial. 

You may be able to get 


a grant to help with the 
cost of the installation, or 
other financial assistance 
- check the Energy Saving 
Trust website for the 
latest schemes. 

As well as the thermal 
panels, you’ll need a 
boiler or immersion 
heater to give you 
additional hot water and 
sometimes to make the 
water heated by the 
panels hotter, especially in 
winter. You may also have 
to change your boiler and 
hot-water cylinder to a 
compatible one. 

If putting the panels on 
a pitched roof isn’t an 
option, you may be able 
to mount them on a 
frame on the ground, a 
wall or a flat roof instead. 

As with all solar panels, 


how well they’ll work will 
depend on how much 
sun they get - the sunnier 
the position, the better, 
although they can still 
work on cloudy days. 
Solar panels are heavy, so 
ground or wall-mounted 
ones could be a good 
option if the roof can’t 
take the weight. 

If your home’s 
leasehold, you may need 
permission from the 
freeholder to install solar 
panels. Restrictions may 
also apply if you live on 
‘designated land’, such as 
a conservation area, and 
if the building’s listed, so 
ask your local council 
about what you can and 
can’t do. 

Where planning 
restrictions apply, solar 


roof tiles or slates may be 
acceptable to the 
planners. These are more 
expensive than panels, 
though. 

Standard solar panels 
are readily available - try 
the B&Q website 
{www.diy.com), where 


panels start at £2,198 for 
two. Alternatively, go to 
http://local.which.co.uk or 
www. microgenerationcert 
ification.org to find solar 
panel installers. 

As ever, get as many 
quotations as possible to 
find the best deal.

As he rides into Cambridge as Spamalot ’s King 
Arthur, the Marcus Brigstocke tells JENNIFER 
SHELTON about the joys of being professionally daft, 
and why the British - and Monty Python specifically - 
do it so well. 


hardly a Constable-correct 
portrait of our green and pleasant 
land, but its skewed silliness and 
self-mockery is Britain all over, 
says actor and comedian Marcus 
Brigstocke, currently in the role 
of King Arthur in Spamalot. 

“There’s a uniquely British 
silliness to it,” he says. “It’s a 
very serious commitment to 
being silly and trivial, and I think 
there’s something very British 
about that.” 

The brainchild of John Du 

Prez and original Python Eric 
Idle, Spamalot - 
“lovingly ripped 
off’ from 
JL the 1974 
% film 


Python and the Holy Grail - first 
hit the stage in 2005, winning the 
Tony Award for Best Musical 
that year. The UK tour has taken 
the cast the length and breadth of 
the kingdom, and Brigstocke is 
in his old university town of 
Bristol (“this is where you went 
if you didn’t get your place at 
Cambridge”) when I phone for a 
chat prior to the show - which 
also stars Bonnie Langford and 
Grange Hill/EastEnders legend 
Todd Carty. 

For Brigstocke, like many of 
us, growing up with Monty 
Python has shaped his 
appreciation of comedy, and he 
is delighted to be part of such a 
faithful homage. 

“I found Monty Python when I 
was in my teens,” he explains. “I 
have a vague memory of the 70s 
and people saying ‘Ni!’ to each 
other and doing silly walks. I 
think The Meaning of Life came 
out on VHS when I was at school 
and I saw that - then worked my 
way back, realising there was 
this treasure trove of other films 
and shows. 

“They properly changed 
the direction of British 
comedy,” he continues. 
And the songs are 
fantastic. People 
sometimes forget 
that. It’s been a real 
treat for me, as a 


stand-up, to be handed a script 
by Eric Idle and told to do all 
these amazing songs and see the 
way audiences react to them.” 

Spamalot features all these 
hits and more, with sequin-clad 
backing dancers aplenty. Asked 
how he’s found the singing and 
dancing elements, Brigstocke - 
more used to presenting his 
satirical news programme The 
Late Edition or ranting about 
religion in his stand-up shows - 
is refreshingly honest: “Bloody 
terrifying, thanks for asking,” he 
says. “It was properly scary for 
me to try and push myself and do 
something new. 

“I’ve had a lot of help, I’ve 
been to a singing teacher, though 
my singing is nowhere near 
perfect, but it’s good enough for 
King Arthur. I don’t actually 
have to do loads of singing in the 
show - Arthur (originally played 
by Graham Chapman) is very 
often a straight man. But I do 
love the singing and dancing, it’s 
brilliant.” 

Does he feel Arthur is a good 
role for him? 

“What, the sort of pompous 
idiot entirely baffled by the 
world? Yes, I think it’s a role I’m 
moderately well suited to. He’s 
King of the Britons, which he 
seems to be fairly proud of, but 
nobody else really recognises 
him as king and they just carry 
on being silly and strange . . .”

He was last year’s urban music break-out star and, after a string of top five 
singles, Wretch 32’s success continues as he begins his biggest UK tour to 
date. Louise Martin catches up with the fast-rising rapper about how growing 
up on a tough London estate has shaped his music. 


T HEY say first impressions 

count and Wretch 32 certainly 
made his when his debut 
single Traktor steered its way 
straight in to the top five last year. 

The London-born rapper sealed the deal 
when follow-up track Don’t Go stormed to 
number one, just days before his debut album 
Black and White entered the charts at a very 
comfortable number four. 

Wretch 32 (his real name is Jermaine Scott 
but as a child he was “very naughty” and his 
Jamaican parents used to call him a little 
wretch. The name stuck and 3-2 are his lucky 
numbers) became interested in music from a 
young age as his dad was a DJ. “I was 
fascinated with anything he was doing,” 
remembers the 27-year-old. 

“Of course, as a young boy you admire 
your dad but he was mad into music and had 
loads of records. I knew that music was 
something I wanted to be involved with.” 

He may have entered the mainstream last 
year after an appearance on the BBC’s Sound 
of 2011 poll, but the rapper had been 


plugging away for nearly a decade previous 
selling mix tapes in Tottenham, where he 
grew up. 

“In the early stages you’ve got to build up 
your buzz in your home and then it will 
spread out,” he explains. “I wasn’t really great 
at 18,1 was OK. No, actually,” he laughs, 

“I’m going to be honest, I was rubbish! When 
I first started out I was rubbish. I was trying 
to find myself and it took me a while to really 
figure out what role I was going to have in 
music.” 

But, he adds: “Growing up in a harsh part 
of London has helped me because I’ve seen 
different walks of life,” he admits. 

“I’ve seen the walk of life where you very 
much feel like you’re a lost cause and you feel 
like there’s not much you can do in life. Being 
able to spin it and turn it around to being 
somebody that can motivate people that are 
like how I once was, I think that’s a beautiful 
thing. I think it’s cool that I’ve been through a 
lot in life because it enables me to talk about 
it and to rap about it.”

More plants by the layer

I T’S cuttings season, when 
gardeners nationwide take 
cuttings from their plants to 
increase stocks of their 
favourites, but not all plants root 
well from cuttings. 

Some plants, including acer, 
forsythia, daphne, viburnum, 
rhododendron, azalea and camellia may 
do better through layering, a technique 
in which layers of healthy stems remain 
attached to the parent until roots have 
formed. 

Layers occur naturally in the garden 
when low-growing plants are heavily 
mulched, thus partially burying some of 
the branches. 

Plants including ivy, campsis and 
Hydrangea anomala subsp. petiolaris 
naturally self-layer, with shoots 
touching the ground rooting and 
forming new plants, but in most cases 
the gardener has to provide some input 
into layering chosen species 
successfully. 


Spring is the best time for layering, 
although it can be done at any time of 
year apart from winter. 

Choose a flexible young shoot of 
your chosen plant which can be bent 
down to ground level, preparing the soil 
where it is going to touch by digging in 
well-rotted organic matter, such as 
compost mixed with sharp sand. Strip 
the leaves from the area of stem to be 
layered. 

Make a long, sloping cut towards the 
shoot tip, cutting only about a third of 


the way through the stem at a suitable 
point in the underside of the branch, 
then wedge the cut open with a 
matchstick and dust it with rooting 
hormone. 

Make a shallow depression in the soil 
just below the shoot, then bury that 
section of the stem into the prepared soil 
5-7.5cm (2-3in) deep and peg it firmly 
in place with two strong wire hoops, one 
each side of the cut, then secure the 
growing tip to an upright cane and cover 
it with compost. 


As the layering is done at the base of 
the shrub, the greatest danger to rooting 
layers is lack of water, so give it a 
thorough watering and, if necessary, 
work some water-retaining material into 
the soil. 

Leave it for at least a year until new 
strong growth is visible and the plant 
resists when tugged, which shows that it 
is well rooted. 

Most layers should have rooted by the 
following autumn, when they can be 
severed from the parent plant and grown 
on in pots or a nursery bed until large 
enough to plant in their final positions. 

Stocks of climbers, such as 
honeysuckles and clematis, can be 
increased by serpentine layering, which 
is similar to simple layering, but 
multiple layers are made from one stem. 
It’s ideal for using with climbers with 
long, supple stems. 

Lay the trailing shoot along the 
ground, stripping the leaves and 
sideshoots from every second or third 
leaf cluster, then wound the stem close 
to the points where the leaves have been 
stripped and apply rooting hormone 
before pegging these sections down in 
shallow trenches in well-prepared soil. 
Thin-stemmed climbers need not be 
wounded. 

Leave the intermediate leaf clusters 
above the ground so that the stem 
snakes in and out of the ground. In time, 
the pegged down sections should root 
and produce shoots. When growing 
strongly the new plants can be severed 


and grown on independently. This 
method can also be used for houseplants 
which are hard to root, such as ficus. 

A third method is air layering, which 
is ideal for plants which often lack low- 
growing shoots suitable for conventional 
layering, such as magnolia, hazel, 
cotinus and flowering cornus species. 

Instead of taking the stem down to 
the ground, choose a healthy upright 
stem and trim off the side shoots and 
leaves from a 30cm (1ft) section, 
making an upward-slanting cut below 
the leaf joint, but not cutting more than 
half way through the stem. 

Brush the wound with rooting 
hormone compound and wedge a 
matchstick into the cut, then tape a 
sleeve of polythene around the bottom 
of the cut, plugging the sleeve with 
sphagnum moss for the roots to grow 
into and then seal the top. Keep the 
moss moist. 

Leave the wrapping in place for up to 
a year, opening and checking it 
occasionally for signs of rooting. When 
strong new roots are visible through the 
moss, remove the plastic sleeve and cut 
through the stem just below the rooted 
section, which can then be potted up 
into compost, but don’t remove the 
moss from the roots. Water, label and 
grow on until large enough to plant 
outside. 

In little more than a year, you could 
have doubled the collection of your 
favourite plants.

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Whiplash saga costs 
insurers £2bn a year 


Stunning 2+2 Coupe scoops acclaim before 
launch, with prices due to start from £24,995 


WHIPLASH injury 
claims cost insurers 
more than £2 billion 
last year - adding 
around £90 to the cost 
of a typical car 
insurance policy, the 
AA has revealed. 

The motoring organi¬ 
sation said reform of the 
injury claim system “cannot 
come soon enough”. 

The comments came as 
ministers hosted a motor 
insurance summit in 
London, with the Govern¬ 
ment expected to outline 
measures to “weed out” 
false claims. 

The measures could 
include proposals to tackle 
“questionable” medical 
evidence and encourage 
insurance companies to 
challenge dubious claims. 

The AA said that, over the 
past two years, claims for 
whiplash injury contributed 
to the biggest car insurance 


premium increases ever. In 
that time, the average shop- 
around quote for a compre¬ 
hensive policy rose by 
nearly 50 per cent, the AA 
added. 

Simon Douglas, director 
of AA Insurance, said: “I 
hope the Government an¬ 
nouncement will see a tight 
timescale applied to reform 
of the civil litigation which 
at present encourages peo¬ 
ple to make a claim regard¬ 
less of how serious their 
injury is or even if they have 
not suffered injury at all. 

“The present dysfunc¬ 
tional system has also 
spawned a fraudulent 
multi-million-pound ‘cash 
for crash’ industry.” 

Justice Secretary Kenneth 
Clarke said the Govern¬ 
ment’s plans will aim to 
tackle questionable medical 
evidence and make it 
“quicker, cheaper and easier 
for valid injury claims to be 
dealt with through the small 
claims court”. 


Proposals, to be outlined 
in a consultation document 
this summer, will include 
the feasibility of introducing 
independent medical 
experts with no direct links 
to either claimants or 
defendants, to replace the 
current assessment of 
whiplash injuries by either 
GPs or doctors. 

Doctors can currently 
receive a fee of up to £195 to 
process these claims and 
some have a regular client 
base of solicitors. 

Other proposals include 
raising the limit for personal 
injury cases in the small 
claims court from £1,000 to 
£5,000. 

Prime Minister David 
Cameron has vowed to take 
on the “compensation 
culture”, including the £2 
billion-a-year costs 
associated with whiplash 
that are forcing up 
insurance costs for all 
motorists.

12 points on 
their licence 
‘Is no barrier’ 


NEARLY 9,000 motorists 
are still driving despite 
having 12 penalty points 
on their licences, new 
figures show. 

Blackpool, Oldham and 
Manchester have the highest 
proportion of drivers with 12 
points or more, the statistics 
show. 

Motorists who build up 12 
points or more within a three- 
year period are liable to be 
disqualified from driving under 
the “totting-up” system. 

However, courts can use 
their discretion as to whether a 
driver is banned. 

The figures were obtained by 
the Co-operative Motor Group 
following a freedom of 
information request to the 
Driver and Vehicle Licensing 
Agency. 

The Co-Op said that based 
on the number of 12-point 
drivers in relation to the 
number of registered motorists 
in that area, only one town 
(Peterborough) in the southern 
half of England featured in the 
top 15 locations with the most 
12-point drivers. 

Cardiff had the highest 


percentage in Wales and 
Glasgow the highest in 
Scotland, although both 
countries only accounted for 
around 8% of all 12-point 
drivers. 

Co-operative Group 
managing director Tony Guest 
said: “It is concerning that 
motorists with so many points 
on their licence can legally be 
allowed to continue to drive. 

“We would hope that at the 
very least these drivers are 
having to undertake retraining 
to ensure that they do not 
reoffend, but we understand 
this is rarely the case. We would 
push for a standard test for 
drivers that reach 12 points for 
the safety of all road users.”
